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PARIS REJECTS CURZON NOTE

SAYS FRANCE IS UNSELFISH 


Answer Implies Sole Way Out 


,0f Dilemma Is To Accept 


Every French Detail 


Paris — The government's reply to 
the recent' British reparations note 
asserts that France refuses to with- 
draw from the Ruhr except as she 
is paid, and that she rejects a. plan 
for an international re-estimate of 
Germany's capacity to' pay. 


'The reply, made, public at the for- 


eign office Wednesday'maintains that 
the French operation in the Ruhr is 
absolutely legal. It offers to consider 
the easiest method of exacting pay- 
ment-from Germany when resistance 
has ceased and expressed a willing- 
ness to' continue the discussion with 
Great Britain. 


The- French- position remains un- 


changed according to the official sum- 
mary ~ in "the reply issued in England 
at the foreign office prior to publica- 
tion of .the complete text. • Premier

"France never repudiated the debt 
she contracted during the-war, eithe 
to England or to America, in" the in 
terest of victory," It,, asserts.

REFERS TO FRENCH DEBT 


Referring: specifically to the British 
demand for tho payment of fourteen 
and one fifth billion gold marks, th 
summary continues:

Coolidge. And Hughes Approve 


Findings Of Commissioners 
Who Evolved Basis For New 
Agreement;

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Washington — President 
Coolidge 


and Secretary Hughes have approved 
the findings of the American-Mexican 
commissioners who' have evolved a 
basis for the resumption of diplomatic 
relations at once between the United 
States and Mexico. 


Just as soon as diplomatic relations 


have been renewed, there 
will, be 


signed by the governments at Wash-, 
ington and Mexico City two conven- 
tions covering general claims, as well 
as claims growing out of the revolu- 
tion. These pacts must be ratified by 
the senate of each country- No dif- 
ficulty is anticipated in obtaining their 
approval as they simply set up a ma- 
chinery for ttie adjustment of claims 
which is eminently satisfactory to 
both governments. All the trauble- 
some oil and agrarian questions will 
bo handled' by properly constituted 
tribunals. Mexico has in no sense 
compromised herself to obtain recog- 
nition, and the United States on Its 
part has become convinced of the sin- 
cerity and good faith of the Mexican 
authorities. Indeed, an era of friend- 
ship and good will between the United 
States and Mexico now may be pre- 
dicted. There was for a time during 
the conversations between tho.Ameri- 
can and Mexican commissioners, con- 
siderable difficulty in arriving at a 
formula that would be satisfactory to 
both countries. For one thing It was 
urged that Mexico sign a treaty giving 
pledges therein which would interpret 
the constitution. But all concerned 
came to the conclusion that a treaty 
could not amend the constitution of 
Mexico anyhow and that tho acts com- 
plained of could Just as well be acts 
of congress In Mexico as part of the 
constitution and that the difficulties 
were not necessarily overcome by any 
treaty stipulation. Much more Impor- 
tant than that-was the setting up of 
machinery to deal with disputes on an 
equitable basis < and In Une with the 
pronounced policies of the govern- 
ments.

NEURITIS AND COUNTER IRRITATION 


Counter Irritation refers to blisters and burns and 


scratches and punctures and Inflammations done on 
purpose to an unfortunate who Is already suffering 
with some such trouble. As nearly as I can under- 
stand it, counter Irritation consists in giving a bad 
boy a. good spanking on his gluteus maslmus to 
distract his attention from an alleged pain In his 
epigastrium, particularly a 9 o'clock pain Induced 
by the Imminent arrival of a circus. 


Belike I merely betray a deficient grasp of the 


fundaments of physiology and pathology, but the 
principle of counter Irritation In therapeutics has 
always seemed to me about 98.44 per centum ho- 
kum. 
Still It is universally accepted that there 


Is some virtue in liniment or rubbing salve aside 
form the color, the odor and tho bite. Just what 
the virtue may be is a mystery. I Hko mystery Irs 
a murder story, but in medicine I can't savvy it. 
Quacks thrive on mystery and ignorant and cre- 
dulous people really prefer mystery to cnlight- 
ment. 


It is the atmosphere of mystery, always 'impres- 


sive to the credulous, that makes the sparks from a 
static machine, or the heat from a cautery imple- 
ment so effective for counter irritation. A mustard 
plaster or a fly blister accomplishes the some pur- 
pose buts is less impressive to the mind. 


The physiologist is attempting to explain counter 


irritation refers somewhat vaguely to reflex'action. 
That means the conduction of an impluso along: a 
nerve to a nerve center which receives the message 
and reflects or sends out another impulse to the 
region from which the message came. Tap tho 
tendon just below the kneecap with a thin hook or 
with the elge of your hand as tho subject sits with 
knees crossed, and the reflex action v?hlch resulti 
will surprise you—the leg kicks at you, if the sub- 
ject does not restrain it. This is a classical instance 
of reflex action, and is commonly employed by physi- 
sicians to determine whether the nerve paths con- 
cerned in it are -sound and functioning. Just how 
it can explain counter irritation is more than I 
can understand, but the physiologist intimates that 
a blister or a hot liniment or anything else like that 


j sends a stimulating impulse to the nerve center 
I which then sends out some other impulse to the seat 


of disease, thus absorption of inflammatory exu- 
dates, and even pain. Take this or leave it as you 
will. I can't guarantee it. 


When anything in the nature of counter irrita- 


tion is used in neuritis It is to be applied not on 
the skin over the painful-area but at or near the 
places where the affected nerve leaves the spinal 
cord or brain.

honored, is bound to reach port. 


And in so far as his vessel was con 


corned, the officer was right for tho 
transport reached Its destined harbor 
in safety with its freight of United 
States soldiers, and no more atten- 
tion was paid to the Indian who saved 
tho day except when deeds of unex- 
•unpled bravery on subsequent battle- 
fields, made veterans stop in their 
iracks to wonder, acmiro and extol. 


•William Schuyler. tlie hero of the 


Sherman transport, was born on the 
Onoida 
reservation S4 years 
ago 


when the place of his birth was all 
wild country, big game, thick brush 
and big trees and when there were on- 
ly n very few houses in-Appleton. 


"When the lad reached ten years, he 


and his mother, never dreaming of 
civil conflicts and shipwrecks used to 
pick raspberries about their teepee 
and start off In the evening to mar- 
ket tho berries in Appleton. 
They 


camped at night by a tiny fire along 
tho way and bright and early the 
next morning they were selling ber- 
ries. Mr. Schuyler deplores the fact 
that the reservation now yields noi 
lorries for homo consumption cr for 
sale. They returned home the second 
day to repeat the process of picking 
and selling. In s°ason a largo num- 
ber of Oncidas were engaged in berry 
picking. 


The 
Schuylers 
had two 
other 


sources of making money or getting 
money for their products In Appleton. 
These were maple sugar and baskets. 


SOLO BASKETS HERE 


An Indian woman In practice could 


make -** baskets a day. A <5ay'« pro 
duct was *old in Appleton at 51.25 a 
dozen. A part of the year the Schuy- 
lers used to keep the boy busy veiling 
basket*. H« usually carried a dozen 
baskets to town and to keep him In- 
frosted Jn his work, tho mother gave 
»he boy one-half tho money ?aken Jn. 


In spring the Schuyl-rs always made 


maple syrup and sometimes sold a sur- 
plus of $00 pounds Jn Appleton. 
In 


early <Jays Mr. Schuyler says Oicrc 
was an abundance of maple 'trots In 
the reservation but there arc none 
left now that the Indians can u?e 
either for sugar-making or firewood. 
"It Is pitiful/' says Mr. Schjsylor. 
'Ihe way tho timber and tho rasp- 
berry bushes have disappeared." There 
was a saw mill two miles from their 
home. 
For I5.SO a thousand, paid 


by the mill, tho Indians denuded the 
reservation of pine tmwt. Other J2m- 
ber went In other way*, to the extent 
that a wild bird or animal can scarce- 


y find a place to rest and an Indian 
cannot find a stick to burn. 


Mr. Schuyler, aside from tho time 


spent in the berry and basket busi- 
ness and in civilAvar service, has 
"farmed it" all his life. From 12 years 
to 21. he worked on a farm for Al- 
bert Cook, near Freedom. Although 
he always had hope of getting some- 
thing for his work, hia parents drew 
all his wages, and he never got a cent, 
ho says. 


During his early life. Mr. Schuyler 


was a mighty hunter and the reser- 
vation, he- says, was filled with game, 
little and big.v Although an Indian 
is never "guilty of killing more game 
than he needs for Immediate consump- 
tion nor of killing to satisfy a lust 
for blood, Mr. Schuyler says that he 
has killed SO deer and 4 bears. Onp 
of the bears, he disposed of in han<f- 
to-hand conflict, his sole weapon, a 
club. He says in explanation of his 
extensive killing that the white folks 
used to Ukp deer meat and used to 
pay him well for shooting a deer. 


BOUGHT A CAR 


As the head of a farm of 45 acres, 


Mr. Schuyler says he was fairly suc- 
cessful until a son of modern tend- 
encies induced him to sell the farm 
and invest the money in a big up-to- 
date car. ""We kept the car pound- 
ing along night and day for a time." 
says xMr. Schuyler. "and had a big 
time before we had enough. It near- 
ly ate me up. pension arid all. "We fin- 
ally sold the car for SlOO and with 
that and the money I saved from the 


Hing price of the farm, I bought 


the 9 acres I am now living on.'' 


Although as a cradler In early days. 


Mr. Schuyler says lie could cut eight 
acres of grain in a. flay and keep three 
binders busy following him, ho has 
never worked harder than he has this 
season clearing his land, planting h;s 
crops and keeping the weeds down. 


Mr. Schuyler. though not a big man 


was a mighty strong one in his young 
er days according to his account. A

strength. Mr. Schuyler says that on 
the day of his enlistment in Apple 
ton. a large number of recruits were 
trying singly to lift

pieces of an old cannon, weighing S50 
pounds. Some boys failed to raise one 
end of the fragment from the ground, 
others succeeded in raising one end 
slightly, and a few were able to rear 
tho thing on end and balance it. By 
picking up the cannon and carrying 
it clear of the ground. Mr. Schuyler 
beat all other contestants. 


Endowed by thousands of years of 


experience in self preservation, as all 
Indians are. with the cunning of a 
fox. 
tho eye of an eagle, tho* endur- 


ance, on the trail, of a wolf and the 
fighting instinct of a tiger Mr. Schuy. 
Ic-r gave a good account of himself In 
the-" sharp, bloody battles fought by 
Sherman on his march to the sea. 


On one occasion, the crown of Mr, 


Schulyer's cap was shot away, his 
coat was pierced and plowed with 
seven bullets and ho was stunned and 
knocked down by the Impact of a we!! 
aimed bullet that struck him full in 
the chest above the heart. As he wa 
not bleeding 
and 
apparently 
no 


vitally wounded when he recovcre 
from the shock, he picked himself u 
and discovered that the bullet ha 
struck a brass plato on his ches 
through which cross straps passed an< 
turned it into a cup the size of i 
drinking cup. Cursing the marksman 
ship of the rebel who was cutting s 
•close to his hide, brains and heart 
he flew into action fiercer than be 
fore to get revenge for himself on 
top of a victory for his country. 


William, Schuyler and his ,-fathe 


were members of that little, patriot 
ic band of ISO OnekJa Indians tha 
early in the Civil war. came to Apple 
ton and enlisted for tne period of th 
war. 
William Schuyler enlisted in

Of tha 
ISO that went out, only SO came back 
William Schuyler lost his father near
